The city 
in 1860 contained a little more than 100,000 in- 
habitants; now it contained something less than 
500,000; so that it ought to be expected that the 
lighting of the streets would cost five times as 
much as in 1860, all things being equal.

had accumulated; 1874-75, $585,685; and 
from April 1, 1875 to Dee.

If half could be saved and the amount reduced to 
$300, 000, in ‘ten years $3,000, 000 would be saved 
even by lighting the city at a moderate price. 
BY LIGHTING WITH OIL, 
if that shonld prove feasible, $10,000,000 wonld 
be saved in ten years. is, u must be remem- 
bered, was but a small part of the saving. He had 
been asked by a great many men What propor- 
tion of the intire expense to the citizens of Chica- 
go arises from lighting the lamp-postsa on State 
street?“ Take an ordinary three-story house, and 
it would befound, upon inves ion, that the gas 
bills in the winter-ranged from $13 to $19 a month, 
and in the summer from $5 to or $10, making 
an ave of from $10 to $12 a month during the 
year. If there were 500,000 people in the city, 
according to the ordinary ratio, there would be 
100, 000 ilies. But all the people did not live 
three-story houses with a basement, 
and, therefore, to e an average, he 
ppose that the bills averaged $5 a 
month for the 100,000 families. at made a 
payment for gas by individuals of „000 a 
month.

On 
tw nty-ninth street, between Indiana and Calu- 
met avenues (two blocks) there were ten lamp- 
ts.

of the city, on two blocks, as he bad 
counted, there were but eight. They would find 
many in the suburbs, comparatively unin- 
habited, lighted by ‘‘stuflingin”™ lamp-posts. He 
could not state the facts, because he did not know 
them, but would simply ask them, as guardians of 
the city property, to investigate and look into that 
matter.

Ald: Cullerton refused to sign for the reason that 
he did not believe the contracts could be abrogated, 
since Jesse O. Norton, formerly Corporation Coun- 
sel, had so decided. 

The Committee concluded to make no mention 
of Mr. Watkins’ proposal to reduce the price rf ng 
to $1.50, as it was only a verbal proposal, and Mr.

The Church will thus sig- 
nalize the Centennial year by the grand con- 
summation which has for years been devout- 
ly wished and labored for. 


The men who control the anthracite fuel 
_ supplies of the country are filling the news- 
papers with balderdash about mining at a loss, 
and, under this false pretense, will immedi- 
ately throw their miners out of employment 
and again wait for famine prices. It is this 
mode of operations that has bred so much 
crime in the coal regions and made that un- 
_ happy country a second Tipperary in its im- 
placable hatred of the landed proprietor. 


The war party in Servia, in consequence of 
the recent check of the advancing Turks, is 
again in the ascendant, and Prince Mian 
will continue the contest with renewed vigor. 
Tcuernarerr, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Servian forces, appears to be winning the 
confidence of his army. He promises to re- 
take the positions captured by the Turks, 
and drive the invaders from Servian soil. 
Russian sympathy and material aid has 
doubtless been instrumental in inspiring the 
insurgents with new hope of eventual inde- 


pendence. 


The journeymen stone%utters of Chicago 
take a lively interest in the award of the 
stone contract for the Court-House, as 
well they may, since they are deeply con- 
cerned that the contractor shall be both 
competent and honest—a man who under- 
stands his business, and who will pay his 
workmen. On both of these grounds they 
object strongly to the Wa.ixer-McNer com- 
bination, and at a meeting last evening they 
adopted a resolution solemnly protesting 
against the award of the contract to either of 

ese parties by the Board of County Com- 
missioners. . 
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Reports are at hand of warm work on the 
trail of the hostile Sioux. Soon after the 
junction between the columns of Crook and 
Terry the wagon and pack trains were left 
behind, and a strong force of cavalry and 
infantry started upon a forced march te over- 
take Srrrꝶ̃o Burt and bring on a battle. 
‘Through Indian channels rumors have been 
received of a heavy engagement, in which 
the hostiles are said to have been defeated 
and scattered into small parties, though the 
loss sustained by the troops was fully as 
severe asthat inflicted upon the Sioux.

In the admirable resolutions adopted yes- 
terday by the New York Republican Conven- 
tion the honesty and consistency of Gov. 
Tum on the currency question are im- 
peached with great force and effect in that 
clause which calls attention to the fact that, 
while Tuo, as the Executive of the State, 
signed the law establishing specie payments 


in that State, and requiring all taxes to be 


paid in gold on and after Jan. 1, 1879, he, as 
the Democratic candidate for President, 
joins with his party in depriving the people 
of New York of the means with which to 
comply with the law and payin gold. This 
is an argument that comes home to the peo- 
ple of New York, who headed the movement 
for a general return to specie payments, and 
now find Torn trying to block the road. 
They call this duplicity, and they evidently 
know their man and speak advisedly.

The mass-meeting of the Independent 
Greenbackers at the Exposition Building 
yesterday attracted very little attention, and 
was a slim affair in pomt of attendance and 
interest. A party which tould offer a circu- 
lating medium made up chiefly of sherry 
cobblers and mint juleps might have gained 
a large following yesterday, with the 
thermometer marking 95 in the shade, but 
to read Peter Coorrr’s tracts and listen to 
Sam Canr's long-winded speech was not a 
programme to excite enthusiasm 
on such a day. The only cool thing about the 
demonstration was the reception of old Lzw 
Srewarp, who seems to have fallen into dis- 
favor with his brother-greenbackers. The 
old man was frigidly snubbed at the mass- 
meeting, and now that the Democrats are 
seriously discussing the wisdom of quietly 
dropping him off their ticket, his ehances 
for ever being Governor of Illinois are grow- 
ing vague indeed. 


Another of the strong men of the Repub- 
lican party was yesterday brought to the 
front to do service against the common ene- 
my. New York’s War-Governor, Epwm D. 
Morcan, was yesterday put at the head of 
the State ticket by the Republican Conven- 
tion at Saratoga, and the nomination was 
heartily indorsed by the Convention of Lib- 
erals in session the same day at Saratoga. 
Gov. Morcan’s strongest competitor 
for ‘the nomination was WLAN N. 
Evarts, who was presented and urged by 
Gzorcz WLAN Curtis, and received a 
flattering vote. The withdrawal of Mr. Con- 

however, had left the road open for 
ect unity, and when, on the first ballot, 
Gov. Morncan received far more than the 
number of votes necessary to a choice, Mr. 
Curtis was on his feet to move that the nomi- 
nation be made unanimous, and it was done 
with a degree of sincerity and enthusiasm 
that proved how completely the party had 
been harmonized. It will trouble the De- 
mocracy of New York to bring forward a 
nominee for Governor who can beat Gov. 
Morean before the people of the State. 


“Ts GOV. TILDEN A PERJURER?” 

The above is the rather startling caption 
of an article in the New York Times of 
Tuesday; but the context of the article 
seems fully to warrant the question, and cer- 
tainly calls for a direct answer and satisfac- 
tory explanation from Mr. TDI. When 
a man who is not running for President 
makes two sworn statements that mutually 
contradict and exclude one another, he is 
generally characterized as a perjurer. As 
this is precisely what Mr. Tron seems to 
have done in a certain case, the fact that he 
is the Democratic candidate for President 
will scarcely relieve him from the same judg- 
ment that would be passed against an ordi- 
nary mortal, unless he possesses in a more 
eminent degree than has yet been developed 
the Democratic faculty of harmonizing con- 
tradictions. 

The case is a simple one. The income 
tax was imposed from the years 1861 to 
1872, and the law required every one to 
make a return of his income under oath, 
which good, loyal citizens did. Mr. TI DEN 
madeareturn of his income for two years 
only, and thereafter concluded it was cheaper 
not to do so. The return which he made 
for the year 1862, after making the detailed 
statement provided in the formula, con- 
cluded as follows: 

I hereby certify that the following is a true and 
faithful statement of the gains, profits, or income 
of Samvuet J. Trtpen, of the City of New York, 
and County of New York, State of New York, 
whether derived from any kind of property, rents, 
interest, dividends, salary, or from any profession, 
trade, employment, or vocation, of from any 
other source whatever, from Ist day of January to 
Zlst day of December, 1862, both days inclusive, 
and subject to an income tax under the Excise 
laws of the United States. Income from all 
sources, $7,118. 

This return, of course, was sworn to as 
provided by the law, and all that Mr. T DEN 
paid a tax upon as his income for the year 
1862 was the comparatively small sum of 
$7,118. But in his answer to the lawsuit 
brought against him by the St. Louis, Alton 
& Terre Haute Railroad Company, which he 
has also sworn to, he makes the following 
statement: 

That for such services the defendant Turn 
made a charge of $10, 000 aga inst said second. mort - 
gage bondholders, and the said charge was paid, by 
and on behalf of said second-mortgage bondhold- 
errs, on the 17th of October, 1862; . that 
the defendant Tiivex, for a part of his services 
aforesaid, also made a charge of the like sum of 
$10,000 on account of professional services ren- 
dered to the first-mortgage bondholders and the 
Receivers, which was paid to him by the said Aza- 
RAH C. FLaGe, „ und which payment ap- 
pears under date of Nov. 7, 1862, in a statement 
annexed tothe first report aforesaid, as having 
been recei pted for by the said TILUEX. on account 
of professional services.” 

Here we have Mr. Tou swearing that in 
the year 1862 (when he swore his entire in- 
come subject to tax was only $7,118) he re- 
ceived in a single case and from a single 
Company the sum of $20,000, or nearly 


sworn to, without counting his other fees, 
salaries, dividends, interest, rents, or other 
income. Any theory that the amount of re- 
ductions allowed by the law would bring his 
taxable income down to the low figure at 
which he returned it under oath seems to be 
dissipated by the fact that the total exemp- 
tions figured up by himself in his sworn re- 
turn for the year 1862 were $6,552. De- 
ducting these exemptions from the single fee 
of $20,000, it would leave his net in- 
come for that year (not counting any 
other resources) $13,448, or nearly 
double the amount which he actually 
returned. But the fact that he had other re- 
sources, besides being self-evident, seems to 
be sufficiently demonstrated by his returning 
in the year following an income from divi- 
dends and interest (outside of professional 
fees and railroad jobs) the sum of $13,000. 
It was during the years that intervened be- 


tween a apd 1872 that Mz, unis be- 


three times as much as he had previously 
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lieved to have accumulated the larger part of 
his vast personal fortune, which is variously 
estimated at several millions of dollars. Dur- 
ing that time, though he made a sworn 
statement of his income for only two years 
as required by law, he paid a tax on an aver- 


was during this period that he was ‘‘ gob- 
bling up ” railroads, drawing large fees from 
the Erie, giving the assistance of his expe- 
rience and legal advice to Oaxes Ames’ Credit 
Mobilier for a handsome recompense, and 
otherwise up those bar ls of 
money with the aid of which he now hopes 
to reach the White House. In one transac- 
tion he says that he and three associates 
made $284,000 in mortgage bonds and 
$491,000 in stock of the Terre Haute & 
Alton Railroad. We know from the testi- 
mony of Mr. Bayarp, one of his associates 
in this transaction, that in the year 1870 Mr. 
TrupEen received one-quarter of $131,000 of 
the first-mortgage bonds with interest which 
had accrued thereon during the eight years 
previous. Was Mr. Tripexn’s entire income 
only $15,000 for that year ? 

This is the statement of the case on which 
the New York Times bases the inquiry: ‘‘ Is 
Gov. Tu a perjurer?” It is a question 
which, in view of the circumstantiality of 
the record, he cannot afford to ignore. 
If the circumstances are as stated, 
then the conclusions are inevitable that 
Mr. Tom, who now comes before the 
country as a patriot and reformer, falsified 
his income returns, cheated the Government 
out of the proportionate share of the War 
expenses levied upon him, accumulated vast 
wealth while evading the taxes that poorer 
but more honest men paid, and finally con- 
victed himself out of his own mouth by 
swearing to receiving in a single instance 
more than he had previously sworn his en- 
tire income to be for that year. We should 
think the Democrats themselves would exact 
an explanation of this matter from their 
Presidential candidate, under the conviction 
that the American people will not elect to 
the Chief Magistracy of the nation a man 
who is suspected of low and animal 
practices. But perhaps not; so long as 
Ton consents to use the bar'ls of 
money,” it may be that they will not stop to 
inquire any further. 


DEMOCRATIC FRAUD IN OHIO. 

The Democratic party have felt the crowd- 
ing pressure of public sentiment, and fully 
appreciate the growing certainty that the 
Republican party will elect its candidates in 
November, and that the people will again 
discard and reject the Democratic party. 
Desperate circumstances call for desperate 
measures, and the latest and most desperate 
of all the frauds ever attempted in national 
elections is that agreed upon by the Demo- 
cratic party and to be executed by the Dem- 
ocrats of Ohio. This fraud is to make the 
issue between Tum and Hayes in that 
State on the same grounds which were taken 
last year between ALLEN and Haygs, TrupEen 
now to be held up as holding the same views 
as ALI did last year. A greater and 
more scandalous fraud never disgraced polit- 
ical: desperation. We yesterday published 
an authorized report of an interview between 
our correspondent and Gen. Tom Ewrna, at 
Columbus, O., on this subject, in which 
Ewmo boastfully stated the purpose of the 
party, and claimed that the fraud would ena- 
ble them to carry the State of Ohio in Octo- 
ber and again in November. 

This measure has been agreed upon delib- 
erately, and we have no doubt with the full 
consent of Thor and the managers of the 
party generally. Already, Old WILIA 
Alu has announced that TLDIx's letter of 
acceptance is a statesmanlike paper; in which 
he fully agrees with the Democracy of Ohio 
in opposition to resumption of specie pay- 
ments, opposition to any contraction of the 
currency, and in favor of the repeal of the 
Resumption law, and in favor of maintain- 
ing an outstanding issue of legal-tender 
paper as will be equal tothe wants of the 
business of the country. Old Bm. ALLEN 
is to follow up this declaration by his per- 
sonal appearance on the stump in Ohio ad- 
vocating the election of TD because of 
his opposition to a return to specie pay- 
ments, and because of his support of the 
perpetuation of the depreciated greenback 
legal-tender notes. The Democratic papers 
of the State which favor rag-money are all 
taking the same course. The hard-money 
men and hard-money papers are to ignore 
the question of currency, and run TDR 
on the issue of Administrative Reform.” 
But the rag-baby issue, on which the Demo- 
crats last year polled the largest vote they 
ever had in Qhio, is to be pushed 
as vigorously as it was in 1875. All the rag- 
money Democrats in the West are to be 
turned into Ohio to preach the cause of T- 
DEN, the great American Greenbacker. This 
fraud is marked by the cool deliberation of 
men intent upon success, regardless of the 
character of the means employed to obtain 
it. Could anything be more remarkable than 
the coolness with which the Convention 
which nominated Ew for Congress in- 
dorsed the platform of principles adopted 
by the St. Louis National Convention as un- 
derstood by the Democracy of Ohio, and as in- 
terpreted by the candidated for President and 
Vice-President”? How the St. Louis plat- 
form is understood in Ohio is explained by 
Ewro's speech, in which he said: 

I stand on that question (the currency] on the 
letter of acceptance of that great statesman, SAMUEL 
J. Titpenx, which says: it is the duty of the 
Government to furnish such amount of currency as 
the wants of business require. That is the Na- 
tional Democratic doctrine, and that is the Ohio 
Democratic doctrine. 

We need not say that this is a total per- 
version of TDEx 's letter and of his repeated- 
ly expressed views. Here is the way Ew1nc 
interprets TILDEN : 

But Mr. Torx has planted bimself squarely 
against the Republican scheme of forced resump- 
tion. He also declares that no plan of resump- 
tion should be adopted which will disturb the 
business of the country by reducing the volume of 
the c@rrency below the legitimate demands of trade. 
In short. Mr. Til bx favors just that mode of re- 
sumption which we Ohio Democrats have always 
Javored; and his declarations as to the volume of 
currency are just those we made last year. The 
fact is, that the Democracy will this fall make 
precisely the issue they did with Gov. ALLEN 
at the head of their ticket last fall, and will 
occupy the eame position precisely they did then, 
and on that issue vote for Ti.pex. The issue 
can’t be made anything else in Ohio: that is the 
issue with the people. We can stand on Mr. Tir 
Dxx's letter of acceptance, and make our fight suc- 
cessfully, without retracting anything we have said 
orfavored. Mr. Titpex, in his letter, expresses 
the views of the Ohio Democracy to a dot on the 
questions of resumption and the regulation of the 
volume of currency. 

The falsehood of this interpretation of 
Tripen’s letter of acceptance is shown in 
the whole character of the struggle at St. 
Louis, where the New York ion reso- 
lutely refused EY permission to add one 


age annual income of only $15,000. Yet it 


complete severance of the Government from 
all paper money, especially depreciated and 
irredeemable notes. Now, what is it that 
the Ohio Democrats, and the Indiana Demo- 
crats, and the Rag-Baby money people gen- 
erally, want? Their plan is to water the 
currency indefinitely, reduce its value, mul- 
tiply the pieces of paper, reduce the pur- 
chasing power of the legal-tender, cut loose 
from and ignore all coin values, and plunge 
the country headlong into the bottomless 
sea of worthless, irredeemable paper. They 
want to renew the vast schemes of gambling, 
reckless speculation, bond-issuing, internal 
improvements, © railroad building, enor- 
mous debts, to end in another col- 
lapse, crash, general bankruptcy, and 
repudiation. This is the plan which the 
Ohio Democracy last year struggled for under 
Ewe, and Azzy, and Psznpteton, and 
which even Gen. Hares was hardly able to 
overcome and defeat. So perilous was the 
success of ALLEN considered to the welfare 
of the country that even Torx contributed 
money from his own pocket to defeat the 
Ohio Democracy and elect Hares. To claim 
now that the Wall street attorney, the agent 
and adviser of the capitalists and money- 
lenders of New York, himself favors the 
very scheme which a year he treated and 
denounced as political diabolism, requires a 
brazen effrontery not known outside the 
Ohio Democracy. Tum in his letter of 
acceptance in no instance permits the idea 
that he favors the continuance of depreciated 
paper one moment longer than it can be 
brought to par. His main effort will be to 
put the Government notes at par with gold, 
and he approves and indorses that part of 
the St: Louis platform which denounces the 
Republican party for imbecility and im 

morality ” in not having during eleven years of 
peace restored the legal-tender notes to an 
equality with gold. How to do this, how to 
make the greenback and gold dollar equal in 
value, TILDEN says will be the immediate and 
earnest effort of his Administration. On the 
contrary, the Ohio Democracy repudiate the 
policy and theory of any coin values what- 
ever. They insist on paper money exclu- 
sively, and that that paper shall be debased in 
value to the utmost extent that it can be by 
increase of the quantity. In as Gov- 
ernor of New York has approved an act of 
that State declaring that no matter what the 
United States or the States of the Union may 
do, that State, on and after Jan. 1, 1879, shall 
receive and pay out coin exclusively, and that 
all contracts in New York made after that 
date, unless otherwise expressly provided, 
shall be payable only in coin. In the face of 
all this, the Ohio Democracy propose to ad- 
vocate his election ona platform identical 
with that of the Greenback party. They 
propose to repudiate Tr_pEzn’s record and his 
declarations on the currency question, and 
support him on what he never said or intend- 
ed tosay. The game, of course, is to force 
a false, humbugging construction of the letter 
of acceptance, in the effort to wheedle and 
swindle the Greenback people into voting for 
Tum under an assumption that he isa 
paper-money and anti specie-paying man. 


THE TURKISH HORROR. 

It has been reserved for the Turkish cam- 
paign against the Christiansto develop the 
most fiendish atrocities that have ever been re- 
corded in the annals of warfare between civ- 
ilized nations. The savagery of the North 
American Indians, the inhuman tortures 
practiced by the Pacific Islanders, the cruel- 
ties of the Thugs, all have some shadow of 
excuse, since they are but a degree removed 
from the brutes, and have never had their 
savage instincts restrained by the influences 
of civilization. The cruelties of the Turkish 
campaign, however, inflicted by a nation os- 
tensibly civilized, are not a whit less brutal 
and savage, while their butchery is much 
greater, owing to greater opportunities. 
„Where the Turkish horse shall pass, no 
blade of grass shall grow,” was the boast of 
the early disciples of the Prophet. Their de- 
scendants have more than fulfilled the boast, 
for the Turkish army has not only destroyed 
crops, killed stock, and burned villages, 
leaving a wide swath of ruin in its track, 
but it has also slaughtered gray-haired men, 
feeble women, and defenseless babes, so that 
it has left a desert in its rear where death 
and desolation alone reign. At Philipopolis 
and Adrianople, Bulgarian girlsare sold daily 
in the market-place like cattle. Hordes of 
Circassians and Bashi-Bazouks sweep 
through Bulgaria, carrying off the most 
beautiful children for the harems. The 
prisons are full of Bulgarians, huddled in so 
closely that they are dying by hundreds for 
want of airand food. Priests are crucified 
on the highway. Female school-teachers 
are hanged on the streets. Women are shot 
down after, being outraged. Over one hun- 
dred prosperous villages are in ashes, and 
thousands of people are begging bread. In 
Servia these horrors are repeated. The 
London Daily News correspondent writes : 

From the frontier district between Niech and 
Alexinatz come now similar tidings to those I tele- 
graphed the other day as having been sent by 
ALEmPics from the western frontier about Bellina. 
No man whois not obstinately determined to be 
incredulous can question the truth of these state- 
ments. Officers and soldiers who come down from 
the front authenticate them with tales of burnt vil- 
lages which they have seen, the mangled bodies of 
children lying in the gutters among the charred de- 
brie, headless trunks of Servian soldiers in places 
where they had been fighting, men in the up-coun- 
try hospitals with noses slit by knives as they lay 
helpless from their wounds. 

The Servian correspondent of the New 
York Times corroborates the above. He 
writes : 

On the battle-fields, where the Turks have been 
successful, all the wounded have been mutilated, 
and by a refinement of cruelty have been left to die 
in agony, with their eyes dug out, their lips, noses, 
and ears cut away. Not only do the irregulars, but 
the Nizams and the Redifs participate in these 
atrocities, and weeping women tell you how their 
innocent babes have been tossed into the air by 
these rufflans, to be impaled upon the points of 
their yataghans. Through the whole Valley of the 
Nisharva, in the vicinity of Nisha, not a priest or 
Christian teacher has been spared to perform relig- 
ious service at the funerals of the dead. 

From Bosnia comes the same horrible 
story of Turkish cruelty. A Vienna corre- 
spondent writes to the Courrier de France: 

In the Villages of Pervan and Timar 300 Chris- 
tians were drowned after being tortured. At Pav- 
ics twelve women were cut to pieces and thrown to 
the dogs. At Ratkiovo sixty children were stoned 
by the Turks, led by one Fecum Errsennt, to 
avenge a relation of Maj. Srocsvics Ber, killed at 
Bellina. At Sokolovo 180 young girls, taken from 
the neighboring villages, were penned in a field, 
and after the prettiest had been picked out for the 
harems of Fecutm and Srocvics, the others were 
abandoned tp the soldiery, and were vio'ated and 
murdered. At Maidan the Christian population 
assembled at market were massacred by a fanatical 
mob led by Hahn Omer Erro and another 
functionary named Iprauimm Kwurvusovics A0. 
The victims in this case numbered 3, 000. 

It is certainly a matter of surprise that all 
Christendom has not risen, and not only de- 
manded that these horrors shall cease, but 
also visited swift and condign punishment 
upon these Turkish monsters. For centuries 
they ruled these Christians with a rod of 
now they torture and kill them simply be- 
cause they are Christians. Who is respon- 
sible ? First. the Turks themselves; second, 


the Tory Government of England. The 
English people are naturally humane, but 
they have been kept in official ignorance of 
the facts. The Tory Government has ac- 
cepted the er- parte, lying statement of ED 
Errenp1, who was ordered by the Porte to 
investigate the outrages at Adrianople, not- 
withstanding the counter-statements of eye- 
witnesses, of the victims themselves, of Ser- 
vian agents, of the correspondents of the 
English press, and of foreign Con- 
suls, and notwithstanding the disbelief 
of his report entertained by every other 
Christian power in the world. The English 
press has taken a bold and manly position 
on the question, but the Tory Government 
has either refused to listen to its statements 


or has denied them. When the matter was 


pressed home to it, the Ambassador at Con- 
stantinople, an intense Turkophile, was or- 
dered to send an agent to Bulgaria to inves- 
tigate the truth of the charges. He selected 
a man who understands not a word of Bul- 

garian, and, being a hireling of the Ambassa- 
dor, takes all his opinions from him. Upon 
information furnished in such a distorted 
and dishonest manner as this, the Tory Gov- 
ernment has based its infamous policy. Its 
hatred of Russia is too intense, its fear that 
in some way its Eastern policy may be 
affected by a Christian triumph is too strong 
to allow it to protest against these Turkish 
barbarities. England has but to speak the 
word that will end them. She can rise in 
majestic wrath and send her fleets to 
Africa when one Congo negro is sent 
into slavery, but she is dumb when 

thousands of Christian women are sold 
into a slavery a thousand-fold worse than 

African. She knows that villages are burned, 

that women are ravished and tortured, and 
little childrep are killed by thousands, that 
the Turks are leaving a desert of desolation 
behind them, and she knows that all these 

atrocities are perpetrated under the encour- 
agement of her silence, and yet will not 
speak the word that will end them, because 
her Eastern policy may be affected. Rasher 
than end these cruelties, rather than come to 
the rescue of the Christians and drive the 
Turks beyond the Balkans as monsters unfit 
to live among civilized nations, the Tory 
Government prefers to appear before the 
world as the apologist for Turkish cruelty 
and the champion of the Sublime Porte, 

actuated thereto by selfish ambition and 
hungry greed. Englishmen are naturally 
liberty-loving and humane. How long will 
it be before they arise and remove this 

stigma by sweeping away this Tory Gov- 
ernment ? 


PETER COOPER’S LETTER. 

The proceedings of the Greenback jam- 
boree in this city yesterday included the 
reading of a letter from the venerablé Prerzr 
Coon, the Greenback candidate for Presi- 
dent. Fortunately, it is not as long as might 
have been expected from former experiences, 
and in this respect it is a vast improvement 
over Mr. Trupen’s letter of acceptance. Nor 
is it tiresome in the sense of elaborating the 
details of the peculiar sophism which Mr. 
Coon represents before the people. This 
was left for Mr. Sam Cary and Mr. Coorzr’s 
pamphlets which he furnished by the thou- 
sand. This, it must be admitted, is a very 
fair way of campaigning. If Mr. Coopzs 
can make voters by any of his pamphlets, he 
is certainly entitled to them. The old gen- 
tleman says he did not come to the meeting 
in person partly on account of the warm 
weather, which is certainly a good 
excuse, and partly because those who do 
not know him might suspect him af election- 
eering. We do not think anybody will do 
him the injustice of suspecting this; since, 
notwithstanding his financial vagaries, he 
must be accredited with too much sense to 
suppose for an instant that he will receive a 
single electoral vote. ‘ 

Mr. Coorrn's reference to Gov. 
and his letter of acceptance is significant. 
He says he waited patiently in the hope that 
Torx would so express himself as to war- 
rant him (Coorxn) in retiring from the field; 
but that he was disappointed. This means 
that the Greenbackers and Inflationists have 
been looking, as a matter of fact, to -/ the 
Democratic party for their relief. The dem- 
agogues and the unwary have professed to 
finda hope of this relief with Trupen and 
Henpricks, but Mr. Coorzr is too honest to 
accept equivocal and ambiguous generaliza- 
tions, which are all things to all men, 
and he will rally around him as 
many honest Democrats as actually be- 
lieve in the potency of Greenbackism, and 
who would rather be defeated in sustaining 
their principles than be successful at the 
sacrifice thereof. The principle is not a very 
high one, it is true, but devotion to a creed, 
even though it be a superstition, is more to 
be admired than a pretense of apostacy for 
selfish purposes. Therefore those who rally 
around Coopzr and Caky occupy a more 
honorable position, after all, than the Green- 
back crow-eaters who have agreed to swallow 
Tuo in the hope that it may enable them 
to attain the spoils of office. 


There is but one point in Mr. Coopzr’s , 


letter which is worthy of any special atten- 
tion. He says that England was in a state 
of suspension for twenty years, which proved 
to be the era of England's greatest prosper- 
ity ; and that, when specie payments were 
resumed, there was a shrinkage in values, 
which he quotes Sir ArcHrBaup ALISON as 
saying reached 50 per cent. Now of these 
twenty years of 
payments in England some twelve 
years were during the European war of 
the early part of this century. England re- 
sumed in 1823, or eight years after the close 
of the war; but no scheme of resumption in 
this country has contemplated a date earlier 
than fourteen years after the close of the 
war. And there could scarcely have been a 
shrinkage of values—by which we presume a 
shrinkage of prices is meant—amounting to 
50 per cent, as English paper money was 
worth 80 per cent when resumption was at- 
tempted. But that these twenty years of 
suspension were the years of England's 
greatest prosperity is not at all sustained by 
the facts. England’s greatest commerce, 
largest wealth, most extensive manufactur- 
ing, and most general political liberty and 
popular education. have been attained since 
the period which Mr. Coopzr describes. 
During the war and the few years of sus- 
pension that followed, there was probably 
the same delusive appearance of pros- 
perity in England as in this country 
from 1861 to 1873, though not as 
striking perhaps as during the period of the 
South Sea bubble and stock-jobbing opera- 
tions to which it gave a start. But we have 
already had an experience with the pros- 
perity growing out of a war and the issue of 
a large amount of irredeemable currency 
even without the process of formal resump- 
tion. The case may be likened to a pro- 
longed debauch and the process of sobering 
off,—the longer the recovery of a normal 
condition and the abstinence from stimu- 
lants is postponed, the more trying is the 
process, The inference from Mr. Coorzn's

on with its false and pernicious stimulants 
forever, if it were possible ; but as the phys- 
ical nature of the confirmed drunkard will

upon. We have discovered this in our own 
case withbut waiting for resumption. 

Of course Mr. Coorzr’s theories of cur- 
rency lead eventually to repudiation. He 
desires just one kind of ‘‘ National Paper 
Money,” and no other, which shall be used 
to defray all expenses of the Govergment. 
Now, as the payment of the interest on the 
bonded debt is one of the largest items of 
Government expenses, of course he includes 
that, and finally the payment of the debt 
itself, in this same ‘‘ National Paper Money,” 
whieh, being money and National; is, of 
course, not to be a mere promise to pay but 
active payment. Indeed, under his theory, 
the Government would have nothing else 
with which to pay the interest on its debt 
and other expenses, because he desires that 
this National Paper Money shall be re- 
ceivable for all taxes and duties. It is use- 
less to follow out the consequences 
of such a policy over and over 
again. The Greenbackers do not care to 
look beyond their present delusion. Some 
of them are honest, and some of them are 
not honest, in their fanaticism. We are in- 
clined to think that Perzr Coopzr and those 
who are steadfast to him are the honest ones, 
while Democratic greenbackers like Ewe, 
of Ohio, and those who have gone over to 
Tum for mere partisan reasons, are the 
dishonest ones. But there isn’t much use in 
arguing with either of them ; for those who 
are honest are too fanatical to listen, and 
those who are dishonest do not care for 
right or wrong. 9

The instructions to the Sioux Commission 
appointed by the act- of Congress are good 
so far as they go, but they do not go far 
enough. One clause of the instructions is to 
the effect that the Sioux Indians shall be re- 
moved at as early a day as possible to the In- 
dian Territory, where they shall be com- 
pelled to become self-supporting, depending 
for that support mainly upon the cultivation 
of the soil. This is sound policy so far as 
the Sioux are concerned, but it should be 
made to apply to all Indians. There 
are now fifty-three reservations dot- 
ting the entire country west of 
the Missouri, from Minnesota on the north 
and the Indian Territory on.the south to the 
Pacific coast. These Indians should all be 
collected upon the Indian Territory reserva- 
tion. There are less than half a million of 
them all told. The Indian Territory is larger 
than the State of Illinois, and its capacity 
for agricultural production is about the 
same. It has a mild climate and is healthy. 
It is well adapted for the raising of cattle, 
horses, and hogs, and corn, grass, and tobac- 
co can be grown in luxurious abundance. If 
the Government would compel them to go 
upon this reservation, deed each one of them 
a piece of land, and then set them to work, 
instead of having them scattered about so 
that they can roam all over the Western Ter- 
ritories at will, it would speedily find 
that it had arrived at the most useful 
and practical solution of the Indian question. 
Having the Indians collected together in one 
locality, it could take care of them better. 
It would open up the country to settlement 
without danger from Indian depredations. 
It would obviate the necessity of having 
forts every few miles all over this vast do- 
main. Upon general principles there is no 
good reason why the Government should 
feed and clothe an Indian who won't work; 
at least if there is, then the same reason will 
apply to lazy white men. So far as the prac- 
tical and useful bearings of the Indian ques-. 
tion are concerned, there is certainly no bét- 
ter solution, perhaps there is no other, than

THE MARKBTS. 

The leading produce markets were moderatively 
active yesterday, and irregular. The greater num- 
ber, including provisions, corn, and whisky, were 
lower, and wheat also turned downwards in the lat - 
ter part of the session. The weather was hot, and 
this tended to depress prices in breadstaffs, but did 
not materially reduce the volume of business, 
through the trading was generally done amid pro- 
fuse perspiration. The forwarding movement was 
not active, but the aggregate receipts of grain were 
small, which reduced the volume of offerings. 

Dry goods were moving on a general scale for 
the season. The sales of prints are more than 
twice as heavy as this time last year, and, in most 
other departments of the market also, there is de- 
cidedly more activity than a year ago. Prices are 
véry firm. Prints are still tending upward, as 
stocks in manufacturers hands as well as at dis- 
tributing points are unusually light. The grocery 
market had no specially new features. All the 
staple articles were receiving a fair degree of at- 
tention, and were held with unabated firmness, 
Side-goods, as a rule, were quiet and steady. The 
butter market was less active, owing to the ex- 
treme heat, but the supply fell within the demand, 
and previous prices were sustained. Cheese was 
dull from the same cause, and was easier—quoted 
at sk for good to best factory. No impor- 
tant changes were apparent in the dried-fruit and 
fish markets. Oils were quoted quiet, with no 
change in values excepting carbon, which was Kc 
higher. Prices of coal and wood weve unchanged. 
Leather is meeting with a steadily-improving de- 
mand, and is . 

The offerings of lumber at the sale-docks were 
again very light,. and the market was little better 
than nominal. The vard-trade is fair at former 
prices. Drugs and chemicals were in fair demand 
and steady, opium and morphine being firmer in 
consequence of an advance elsewhere. The wool 
market remains firm, with a fair demand from the 
East and moderate receipts. Timothy seed was 
firmer under a very active demand with a considera- 
ble falling off in the receipts. The hay market re- 
mains quiet. Green fruits were in fair supply and 


moderate request at current prices. Poultry was 


slow and easier. Potatoes continue to move slowly 

a the streets, the city being kept in supply by the 
farmers in the surrounding country, and prices are 
irregular. Eggs were slow and lower. 

Lake freights were less active, and firmer, the 
liberal business of the previous day having dimin- 
ished the namber of vessels wanting cargoes. The 
rate on corn to Buffalo by sail was about 2\c, 
and on wheat to Kingston 5%c.

According to 
the reports received from forty-six points chiefly 
supplying this market, the quality of the butter 
this season is below the average, the product in 
Illinois being the poorest, while that of Iowa is 
fair, and of the other States about an average. 

The prospect for the fall product is favorable. In 
some sections the dry weather has injured the pas- 
turage, but the heavy night dews have kept the 
grass fresh, at most points, and probably there 
will be no scarcity of feed.

THE STONE-CUTTERS. 
THEIR OPINION OF WALKER AND M’NGIL. 

A large meeting under the auspices of the 

Stone-Cutters’ Union was held last evening in 

Hall, 16 West Taylor street, to pro- 

test against the stone contract for the new 

* being awarded to McNeil & Son, 

who are regarded as incompetent and irresponsi- 
ble by them. 4 

Mr. John McGilorey, President of the Stone- 

Cutters’ Union, presided. He stated why the 

meeting was called. It was to give an expres 


sion in regard to letting the eontract for the 


cut-stone for the new Court-House.. The con- 
tract was about to be awarded to McNeil & 
Son, who were inimical to their interests. 
The firm were unfavorably known to the 
stone-cutters of this city. They ran “ scab * 


shops, and they were not reliable as mechanics. 
They worked men at undef wages and over- 


time. The man McNeil was a mason end not a 
practical stone-cutter. He had always failed in: 
fulfilling his contracts. This wasa matter of 
great importance to the fratethity. 

Next to the tax-paying citizens they had the 
greatest interests involved, and their voice 
would be an influence. Mr. McGilorey 
said that McNeil had never put 


a figure to dis estimates, be- 
cause he was not a practical stone-cutter. He 
(the ey” spoke in favor offno one man, but 
as against McNeil, He understood tha® there 
were other bidders, competent stone-cutters and 
reliable men, and also lower bidders. He men- 
tioned such men as Pat Fanning, whose bid was 
lower. And then there were Kerber, Price & 
Wolff. The stone-cutters recommended no one, 
but were there only to recommend that the 
stone contract be awarded to competent men, 
and to suitable, reliable, and expert stone-cutters. 
He held that the aw of the contract to 
McNeil & Son would prove a disadvantage to Chi- 
cago, Cook County, and the genera) interests of the 
public. 


MR. P. O'NEILL 
stated that one Walker's characteristic was that he 
wouldn't pay his men, and he knew well enough 
that Walker intended to have his work done by con- 
victs. He wanted the convict-labor matter ex- 
plained, and whether it was excluded under the 
specifications of the contract. He asked for infor- 
mation. 
MR. ALEX JOHNSON 
stated that it was proposed to exclude the use of 
convict labor, but, if trickery could be used 
by the County Board, it would be em- 
ployed. Walker and McNeil were exactly the men 
totake advantage of such despicable trickery. 
This was a serious matter and worthy the attention 
of the meeting. It was of interest to their Union 
if such men could get a contract from the County 
Board by forming a secret partnership. In fact, 
such an arrangement had already been made, and 
they intended to employ convict labor. He knew 
this to be a fact. 
MR. HENRY GAUL 
next enlightened the meeting in regard to the man 
McNeil. e held that if the precious County 
Board could appoint a mule to do a man's work a 
new feature in life was discovered. They knew that 
McNeil was buta mere boss laborer. He was 
not even a practical mason. As to the man Walk- 
er, he nevér dealt fair or square, and never paid 
his men. He gave due-bilis for everything, and 
rocured Outsiders in his interest to discount them 
orhim. If they dealt with McNeil, who was 
Walker's right bower, they would be eu 
Both men were both ‘* scaly and scabby.” 
MR. GEORGE DALE 
stated that if they were to support anybody, it 
should be only good, reliable, and fair-dealing 


men. Such qualities were not to be found in eith- 
er McNeil or Walker. He gave a scathing rebuke 
to the County Board, w shifti ween 


Walker and MeNeil he characterized as fraudulent. 
The entire batch of indicted thieves, from McCaf- 


— and Johnson down to President 
Holden, Walker, et al, all received a 
round  berati among the masse of 
work! en. The speaker said that both Walker 


and McNeil would use convict labor. Parties were 
now passing to and fro figuring with W. D. Rich- 
ardson for cheap rates. “Such men were not relia- 
ble, and they labored against the people's and the 
workingmen’s interests. They were opposed to 
everybody and would only stand by any agreement 
so far as it would help themselves. 
MR. MARTIN O’NBILL 
next stated that they knew very well that McNeil 


was unreliable and not even responsibie. 
These facts were well known o the 
stone-cutting fraternity, and the County 
Board was also aware wf the fact that 


he had no financial responsibility or standing. The 
same Board, last year, refused him a contract on 
the foundation works, 

Mr. J. McDonald stated that, so far as he was 
concerned, if McNeil should come to an honest 
understanding with them, including laborers, me- 
chanics, etc., he saw no reason for opposition to 
him. At this stage the hall fairly rang with voices 
shouting, ‘‘He was never known to keep an 
agreement.“ 

The President arose, and stated that the unani- 
mous voice of the meetiffg was only declaring the 
truth. McNeil showed this best by going back on 


his own written agreement with ennessy 
and Feaning. as shown up in Tun Tars- 
UNE. McNeil had been dought, body 


and breeches by the Ring, and at once ignored and 
threw overboard his partners. Such a man was 
McNeil. There were men present who could bear 
him out that this failure of McNeil to keep his 
ward was but a repetition of many previous dodges 
played by him. 

At this stage one of the gentlemen present stated 
an instance where McNeil had promised conces- 
sions to his workingmen, but not kept his 
word. Those who knew McNeil were outspoken 
against him, and very emphatic in their condemna- 
tion of him. They earnestly protested against 
awarding the contract to such men as Walker or 
McNeil under any consideration whatever. 

Mr. Alexander Johrfson then moved that they

STONE FOR NOTHING. 

At the meeting of the County Board to-day a 
proposition will be submitted to furnish free of 
cost, except for pry oy. and transportation, all 
the stone needed for the construction of the Court- 
House and City-Hall. The offer will be made by 
Mr. Gurney, who owns what are known as the 
Watab granite quarries in Minnesota, 75 miles 
northwest of St. Paul. This gentleman was one of 
the bidders for supplying stone, but has decided, 
in view of the advertisement it will be for him, to 
offer to furnish the stone free of cost. He 
has two kinds, white 
mottled with biack, is 
estimated that the cost of quarrying will be about 
15 cents per cubic foot, and thatthe freight from 
the quarries here will be about 20 cents per foot, 
while the Lemont limestone will cost the county 
about 60 cents. Itcosts more tocut the ite 
than it does the limestone, but, nevertheless, if 
Mr. Gurney's offer is accepted, the county will get 
ite building for much less than would be the case 
if the work is done under MeNeill'e bid.

DEFERRED DIVIDENDS. 
THE COOK COUNTY NATIONAL BANK. 

The creditors of the Cook County National 
Bank will be disappointed to learn that they 
cannot, for the present at least, receive the 
dividend of 10 per cent from the bankrupt’s es- 
tate. This delay is caused by an injunction 


granted yesterday by Judge Drummond against 
A. H. Burley, Receiver of the Cook County 
Bank, at the instance of the Charter Oak Life In- 
surance Company of Hartford, Conn. The com- 
plainant states that on the Sth day of February, 
1875 it became the owner of a claim for 
$699,935.43 with interest against the bank. This 
tlaim was assigned to it by Allen, Stephens & 
Co., of New York, and was for a balance due 
them by the bank. The complainant —— 
that it has filed a proof of debt with Mr. Burley 


made, but that the Receiver utterly refuses to 
ize the validity of the claim, or pay the 
dividend of 10 per cent which he has declared 
on all the other debts of the bank. If this 
claim be allowed the bank will not be able to 
pay more than 5 per cent dividend. The com- 
lainawt therefore asked that an injunction be 
— against the Receiver to prevent him from 
paving any dividend until this sum has been 
allowed as a valid debt against the bank. 
THE INJUNCTION GRANTED. 

An application was at once made to Judge 
Drummond for an injunction, Messrs. Lyman 
and Jackson, of this city, and Mr. H. Cardozo, 
of New York, appearing for the complainant, 
and Mr: H. 8. Monroe for the defendant. 
After a statement of the facts by 
Mr. Cardozo, Mr. Monroe said that 
if the allegations of the bill were true he sup- 

the injunction ought to issue, but that 
the validity of the debt was disputed. Judge 
Drummond gave the defendant’s counsel the 
option of either paying the complainant its per- 
centage with the other conditions or having the 
injunction issue. The latter alternative was 
chosen, and a temporary injunction was allow- 
ed, with leave to defendants to make any appli- 
cation for its dissolution. 

B. F. Allen, former President of the Cook 
County National Bank, as is well known, was a 
partner with Allen, Stephens & Co., and this 
debt was incurred while such partner and while 
the Cook County Bank was oe Its 
validity is contested,and there will probably be 
a sharp fight over the matter. The result will 
be to delay the judgment of any dividend 
indefinitely, as the present suit which will in- 
volve the legality of this iarge debt must be 
first decided, which may not be for some 
months.

THE INDIANA BLOCK-COAL COMPANY. 

Gen. Anderson, Receiver of the Chicago, Dan- 
ville & Vincennes Railroad Company, filed a 
petition yesterday in the United States Circuit 
Court setting out that at the terminus of the 
Indiana Division of the road in Fountain Coun- 
ty there are several coal companies located. 
Among them is the Indiana Block-Coal Com- 
pany, whose mine will be nearly exhausted in 
three or four months. It has, however, another 
mine about three-quarters of a mile from 
the present end of the. road, which 
is better even than the mine now 
worked. As the coal company during 1875 ship-

with the railroad company,by which it 
extend the road to the new mine,doingthe grad- 
ing and furnishing the ties, if the railroad com- 
pany would furnish the rails and lay the track. 
Part of this extension has been made, but 
the coal company is unable to fulfill 
the remainder of its engagement. It, however, 
offers to pay the difference in coal. The Re- 
ceiver thinks it will only cost about $5,000 to 
finish the road, and, as it is imperatively neces- 
sary to preserve this lucrative coal trafifie, he

NICOLSON PAVEMENTS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Granp Haven, Mich., Aug. 22.—Having no- 
ticed several communications in Tus TRisuns 
on the repaving of Canal and other streets, I 
must differ from all who advocate a pavement 
made of pine lumber, as it does not make much 
difference what patent is used in laying pine 
blocks on the street, as the wood does not last 
over two or three years before the repairing be- 

ins, and continues until more of the same 
‘(ind takes its place, then to be followed by the 
same process. Why the lumber does not last as 
long as it used to before the fire is that in the 
fall of 1871 the fire run through large tracts of 

ine lands in Wisconsin and Michigan and 
Eitled the timber, and since I have been stop 
in this city I have visited a large number o 
sawmills, about forty in Holland, Muskegon, 
Grand Rapids, Grand Haven, Spring Lake, etc. 
I find about one-eighth of the pine lumber 
manufactured at these mills is Norway, or 
dead wood; which will answer for all purposes 
except to pave streets with, and, when kept 
wet, soon rots. * my experiments the 
last several years with different kinds of ma- 
terial for street-paving, I find that wood will 
last the wear of travel longer than either 
asphalt, iron, stone, or macadam until it rots; 
and, as cedar does not decay, there is no doubt 
but it is the cheapest and best wood to pave the 
streets of Chicago with, as there is an abun- 
dance of it at Green Bay and Lake Huron to 
last all tne Western cities for hundreds of 
years; and it is generally admitted by telegraph 
men that yellaw cedar will last a long time in 
the ground without rotting. Judge Caton says 
it is very near as as red cedar; if so, it will 
make the best and most lasting pavement yet 
known.
